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audience expressed the opinion that while this might not be the time to initiate the national 
examinations enterprise, it remained an important and desirable project which should not be 
abandoned but be reserved for some more propitious future date. 

"Noble H. Kelley, president-elect of the Conference of State Psycholozical Associations, 
discussed recent developments in the field of certification and licensing. He emphasized that 
the case of the 'M.A. psychologists! still presented an unsolved and pressing problem of

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tification which is extremely important. Dr. Kelley urged that all members give this admi 
tedly complex question very careful consideration and expressed the hope that some progress to- 


ward solution of the problem could be made at the Denver meetings 


"Arthur L. Benton, reporting for the Committee on Diagnostic Devices, de ed the plans 
of this committee. A survey of clinicians! practice in regard to the utilization and interpre- 
tation of diagnostic devices is to be conducted in cooperation with the Committee on Teaching. 
A second project is an investigation of desirable minimal standards to be observed in the in- 


troduction of new diagnostic devices, e.g., demonstrations of alleged validity, iabi Y 
etc. He pointed out that while it may be that the conventional measures of reliability and 
validity are not applicable to certain types of diagnostic devices, notably some of t 
jective techniques, these problems of validity and reliabil1 ity were not thereby eliminated 
Sin 


Discussants from the audience stressed the difficulties inherent in this task of assessing such 
characteristics in the projective techniques and pointed out that current methods were not 


adequate for the task. Dr. Benton then indicated that an exploratory study designed to define 
the current status of the situation which would point up areas which require further develo op- 
ment was being planned and not the promulgation of an arbitrary set of rules. 


"Dr. Rogers described the present status of the questionnaire which had been circulated 
by the Committee on Therapy. Instead of the expected 200 - 300 replies, no less than 1300 re- 
plies were received. This gratifying large return, and the fact that many of the questions 


were of the ‘open end' type, demands a far more extensive analysis than was anticipated."

In line with suggestions made at the last membership meeting i in September, 1948, and ac- 
cording to the By-Laws of the Division, the following by~law changes are submitted to you 
These will be voted on at the Business Meeting cf the Division Se eptember 1949, in Denver. 


A. That Article II, Section 2, Subsection (b) 5 describ ing the qualifications for "Fellow in 
Clinical Psychology" be changed from "not less than four years of successful full-time clini- 
cal practice" to "not less than five years, etc." 


Be That Article II, Section 2, Subsection (c), describing the qualifications for "Fellow in 
Abnormal Psychology" be changed from "not less than four years, etc.” to "not less.than five, 
etc." (Reason: To place Division by-laws in harmony with the APA by-laws as amended by vote 
of the membership of the APA. See Americar Psychologist, November 1948, p. 479, Item 13b) 


Ce That Article II, Section 6 be amended as follows: 
(1) Insert the word "Division" before the word "Affiliates" and delete the phrase 
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"ol the Jivision" after tue word “Affiliates in line l. 

(2) Delete the parts of Section 6 beginning with the word “Affiliates” in linc 5, 3 
cluding the rest of the section, through the phrase "who desire such affiliation" in 
line 16. 

(3) Substitute for the deleted parts "Affiliates shall be persons who are competent 
in rolated fields but who cither do not qvalify for Association or Division sember= 
or do not. wish such member:

v. That subsection (j) be added to Article Sectior seribes functions 
ot the Oxecutive Comittee) to read as follow: Vihen it appears necessary, azpoint one or 


more Associate Secreturies to assist the Divisional Secretar;-Treasurer in his cutics. Such 
associate secretary shall be appointed for the term of the Secretury-Tr asurer then in office

(Reason: The heavy burden of work now falling on the secretary=Tre .surer must be lizhtened. 
Tuc sugcested procedure was experimentally tricd out on the basis of Exccutive vommittee ana 


membership recorniendation and found satisfactory.) 


E. That a subsection(c) + be added to Article V. Section 2 on Nominations, to read as follows: 
(c) in preparing the list of no tinations Tor the siall consider for in- 


clusion a3 noutinees the nane (5) of the then serving sociate Secretary or Seci ‘etaries. 
( tc me: In order to encourare continuity take of the training acquired ty the 


sociate Secretary). 


i's That Article VII, Section 3, shall be changed to read as follows: 
(3) "The Committee on Membersnip shall consist of five members: a member of the Execu- 
tive Committee who shall serve as chairman, and four other members. The chairman 
shall serve only during his tern on the Executive Committee. The other members shall 
serve for periods of three years. In order to provide for stascered terms durin the 
first year in which this by-law is in effect, one nenber shall be elected for one year, 
one for two years, and two for three years." (Note: This stazgering plan will provide 
for future election of one member for each of two years and two inembers every third 
year, all for three-year terns.) 

(Reason: To maintain continuity in nolicy and distribute the heavy burden of work carried 

by this Committce. The ~resent 3y-Laws call for a nembership of three serving 2-year terms). 


COMMITTEE ON DIAGNOSTIC DEVICES 


"Our Committee is studying the problem of the application of statistical techniques to 
data obtained by means of projective methods. A number of psychologists feel that the 
conventional methods of testing validity and reliability are not approrpriate for such data. 
Some suggest that new statistical techniques be devised. Because of the significance of this 
problem, it will be presented for discussion at the ~PA meeting in Denver. As a member of 
the Jiagnostic Devices Committee I have been asked to gather ideas about proposed, planned, 
in-progress or completed research in this area. This Committee would appreciate very much 
your comicnts or any sugvestions you may make, including references to relevant material 
publtsicd or otherwise available. "
